AMENDED LETTER OF IMPOSITION

Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department, effective as of the close of 
business on January 27, 2020. 


An investigation under IAB File Number IV 8355016, conducted by Internal 
Affair, coupled with your own statements, has established the following:

Statements and/or Making False Statements During a 
Departmental Internal Investigation; and/or 3- 
01/040.76, Obstructing an Investigation, on or about 
October 21, 2019, you provided false, misleading 
statements, and/or were being dishonest during an 
internal affairs investigation, as evidenced by but not 
limited to: 


a. stating to have conducted a “Protective Sweep(s)” in 
regards to the incident dated September 7, 2011, 
that went well beyond the scope of the described 
sweep and entered the area of a detailed search 
operation, without notifications to supervisor(s); 
and/or, 
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b. stating to have conducted a “Protective Sweep” in 
regards to the incident dated August 24, 2011, that 
‘went well beyond the scope of the described sweep 
and entered the area of a detailed search operation, 
without notifications to supervisor(s). 


Additional facts for this decision are set forth in the Disposition Worksheet, 


Investigative Summary and Investigative Packet, which are incorporated herein 
by reference. 


In taking this disciplinary action, your record with this Department has been 
considered, and a thorough review of this incident has been made by 
Department executives, including your Unit and Division Commanders. 


You may appeal the Department’s action in this matter pursuant to Rules 4.02, 
4.05 and 18.08 of the Civil Service Rules. 


You may, if you so desire, within fifteen (15) business days from the date of 
service of this notice of discharge, request a hearing on these charges before the
